62-year-old unemployed orchard em- 
ployee, has a_ suit of store-bought 
clothes, a haircut, a barber’s shave, a 
new overcoat and a subscription to The 
Chelan News—all because he has been 
chosen by Chelan citizens to test the | 
“new-fangled” idea of old age pensions | 
without benefit of government.

LONDON (lP)—Lightening of the 
heavy burden of official duties borne 
by British kings is being urged in 
many quarters. 

The burden, it is known, has been 
intensified many times, over since the 
World War and still further augment- 
ed by the statute of Westminister fix- 
ing Dominion status and the Imperial 
Conference resolutions. 

According to the Constitution, Do- 
minion prime ministers communicate 
directly with the king. This in itself 
means that the king must have a 
special secretariat to deal with com- 
munications from overseas. At the 
same time his duties in the home 
country have increased. The United 
Kingdom government and Parliament 
have placed Dominion affairs general- 
ly out of their own range, and thus 
lightened their duties.
